Rescuers in scores of boats evac 
uated 100 negro families marooned 
in Roosevelt Addition.

Civil Air Patrol pilots 
dropped food and supplies to five 
families marooned on an "island" 
five miles northeast of Grand Prair-j 
ie, near Dallas.

They also shut off 
Berlin-bound German freight traf- 
fic at the Hof checkpoint and told 
drivers that Helmstedt—the border 
station on the main route to Ber- 
lin—was the only permissible cross- 
ing point. 


This was a new interpretation of 
an old four-power agreement fixing 
Helmstedt as the only general cross- 
ing point for Allied traffic. German 
traffic had 
always used 
various 
routes despite the agreement. 


Western German officials said th» 
Soviet move was prompted by a slow 
but steady fall of the Soviet zone 
east mark after western 
freight 
started to arrive in Berlin, attract- 
ing eastern as well as western buyers. 
It-took 3.20 east marks when the 
blockade lifted to equal one west 
mark, which is officially valued at 
30 cents. It now takes 4.50 east 
marks. 
Want To Keep Goods Out 


A west Berlin city authority com- 
mented: "The Russians want to keep 
goods out of Berlin so they can 
bolster their east mark. They want 
to go to the foreign ministers* con- 
ference (in Paris May 23) with an 
east mark that at least seems reason- 
ably sound." 


Said C. A. Dix, American transport 
chief: 


"This Is the 'subtle blockade' be- 
ginning all over again, designed to 
reduce the Allies in Berlin to th« 
status of military missions depend- 
ent on the Russians for all material

I "The Russians tried this last year

The Russians never have permitted 
west Berlin trucks to export with- 
out an eastern stamp.

The idea is of far more ancient origin, however. In; 
the earliest days of Egypt, the ceremony of blessing the 
land and the seed at the time of planting was widely ob- 
served. Hardly an ancient people but sought the favor of 
the gods at that time. 


When therefore, 4-H members, assemble to worship 
God on 4-H Club Sunday, they join a long succession which 
comes out of the dim past history. They join with those 
of many generations in seeking the blessing of God upon 
the land, the seed, the cultivation of the earth, and the!

When the bile is not eliminated 
normally, the pigment contained in 
it is carried in the blood stream to 
all parts of the body and produces a 
typical yellowish color of the skin 
and mucous membranes, most con- 
spicuous in the whites of the eyes. 
Tliis is called jaundice. 


Jaundice can be a complication of 
several different kinds of infectious 
diseases or the result of anything 
which blocks the outflow of bile, 
such as a gallstone lying in the 
passageway, or a clump of parasites. 


Jaundice is often accompanied by 
an uncomfortable, itching of 
the 
skin which nothing seems to relieve 
until the jaundice itself disappears 
or the cause has been removed. 


The amount of bile pigments or 
| coloring matter in the blood is not 
[necessarily reflected exactly by the 
depth of yellow color in the skin. 
The only way to measure the bile 
pigments in the blood is to carry 
out certain accurate chemical tests 
of the blood serum. 
Surgical Treatment 


When the .jaundice is. caused by 
obstruction of outflow from the gall- 
bladder, surgery is usually necessary, 
at least if the condition has lasted 
for any length of time. 
Sometimes 
the obstructing gallstone or other 
substance 
can 
be 
removed 
and 
drainage restored. 
In other cases 
the entire gallbladder may have to 
be taken out or some other opera- 
tion employed.

610,000.

Despite the acute housing 
shortage, Poles from all over the 
land who lived here before the war 
are continuing to flock back to this 
city. It is not uncommon to find 
four or five persons living in 
a 
single room. 


In Warsaw today, everyone who Is 
physically able to work seems to be 
working. Poles have a great pride in 
building their new Warsaw after the 
Nazis virtually levelled the city and 
said no Poles would ever live here 
again—that Warsaw was finished 
forever.

that it will be 1965 before the capital 
is completely rebuilt.
